But 
the 
courts, 
charged

the law, must apply the statute, how­ 
ever general, lame, ambiguous or ob­ 
scure. 
“A few years ago two high consti­ 
tutional officers of the state of Kan­ 
sas, the governor and

general, disagreed in their interpre­ 
tations of the constitution 
and 
the 
governor instituted an action of man­ 
damus in the supreme court against 
the attorney general to compel him to 
do a certain act.

The care of the brood sow is too 
many times neglected before and after 
she is bred 
Many times they are kept 
In the same lot with the fattening 
bogs, which is a cad mistake and a1 
mort sure to result in a weak bunch 
of pigs. Good care at this time means 
much towards a good crop of strong, 
healthy pigs. 
In the first place the sows should 
have a separate lot from the rest of 
the hogs, and it should 
be 
large 
enough so they get plenty of exercise. 
If they do not take plenty of exercise, 
they should he urged to do so either 
by driving them daily or by having 
their sleeping quarters and their feed 
ing place some distance apart. 
Another good plan, if a person has 
his farm fenced hog tight, is to let the 
sows have the run of the farm. They

Whether the fowls must spend their 
time jthta.summer on the range or in 
partial confinement, having only a 
yard in w hich to run, shade is neces­ 
sary to thpir successful growth. 
To 
cay that shade cannot be provided is 
nonsense. 
Tlicre ropy be no trees 
that can be utilized, it is true, but 
everyone can plant some vine or even 
conj near enough to the poultry yard 
fence, where vt will cast shatfe, or 
erect a cb,eqp lumber shed, so ar­ 
ranged that its roof will supply shade 
during a portion of tho day, and one 
end the rest of the warm hours, leav­ 
ing it open on two sides at least for 
a proper circulation of air. 
A similar structure, or several of 
them, can bo erected on the range if 
the fowls must not bo permitted in the 
orchard for .any reason. 
Then, re­ 
member that during the warm days 
of summer, clean, fresh water in abun­ 
dance is also essential, no matter 
where the fowls and chicks are run­ 
ning. Think of these things now and 
get them ready, so that when the 
w’arm days come the fowls will not 
need to suffer for even a single day. 


Many a 
poultryman, striving: to 
breed up a strain of egg-pro iucing 
hens, makes the mistake of buying 
hatching eggs or breeding stock from 
a different breeder each year. It pays 
far better to go back, for a number 
of years, to a breeder who has stock 
that mates well with and improves the 
size and egg-producing qualities of the 
progressive* puultryman’s stock. 
So reports James G. Halpin, head 
of the poultry department of the Uni­ 
versity of Wisconsin, who has found 
that the number of reliable poultry 
breeders producing just the sort of 
breeding stock generally needed is 
rapidly increasing. 
He believes that 
the next few years will be a still 
greater increase along this. fine. for 
the breeder can afford to finer breed 
his stock and take a great deal of 
pains building up a strain of high 
egg producers. The grading up of the 
farm flock with good, strong males of 
the right sort of breeding, is one of 
the principal things needed In the 
poultry industry at this time.

TREATMENT FOR SCALY LEG 
CARE IN RUNNING INCUBATOR 
Dipping Feet and Legs of Fowls Af* 
fected in Kerosene Will Provo 
Quite Effective. 
Cleanliness Should Be Watchword in 
Operating Machine—Brooders 
Should Be Disinfected.

First Cattle in North America. 
In 1493, ou his second vpyage to 
this country, Columbus brought a bull

T h is‘ was Undoubtedly 
the 
first Importation of cattle to America 
and It is certain that no kind of cat­ 
tle were indigenous here.

!lhey were known in North America. 


Look out for the scaly leg ip yotxf 
stock at this time. 
After passing 
through the cold and dampness of the 
winter months this trouble Is’ quite 
likely to develop among at least a few 
of your fowls, and it should be nipped 
right in the Wild or it will run through 
all your stock. 
While it is nothing 
serious or rapid in its work, it is a 
very annoying trouble and one th at 
will make your fowls very uncomfort­ 
able, and at times it will even cripple 
some where it gets to be a thick 
scale. 
The best treatment is- to take a can 
of kerosene oil, nail it to the xvall of 
your poultry house, where it will be 
convenient to dip the feet apd legs 
of each fowl affected in up just to, but 
not on to, the feathers of the hock 
joint. 
This, says Southern Ruralist, 
repeated every other day for about 
two weeks will clean it all off except 
in extreme cases, when it will take 
longer treatment, to be followed with 
a little oil or vaseline occasionally 
to smooth up the surface. 


The incubator should be run upon 
sanitary lines with cleanliness for the 
watchword from start to finish. 
The 
machine should be thoroughly cleaned 
and scrubbed out before being put 
into use, well gunned and thoroughly 
dried. 
Use no disinfectants in the opera­ 
tion, however, as they may affect the 
eggs, by absorption. 
After each hatch the trays should 
be cleaned and hired and the inside 
of the machine well brushed, but not 
washed. 
If the machine is to be 
started at once upon another hatch, 
while t^e trays are taken out ami 
cleaned, it cin be closed up and kept 
up to beat for a few hours and the 
eggs put in, but the cleaning should 
no! be neglected. 
The brooders should be disinfected. 
But remember that perhaps some 
rick chicks occupied them last sea­ 
son. making it all the more import­ 
ant 
for a 
thorough Weakling and 
cleaning.

King George, of England, made a

tables while 
the

course, no 
one 
can 
say 
whether 
George himself has climbed on “the 
wagon,” but the chances are that he 
still takes his glass of 
wine when­ 
ever he chooses, as do 
most of the 
others of the old world’s select few'. 
But all will admire the stand the king 
has taken in 
frowning 
upon liquor 
using during 
a 
time when the em­ 
pire needs all the mental and bodily 
vigor of its people. 
He might, how­ 
ever, go a little further and issue or­ 
ders 
closing the 
Scotch 
distillery 
that is part of 
his 
private posses­ 
sions, and from which he receives a 
considerable addition to his great in­ 
come. It may be news to many, but 
it is a fact that on the king’s Balmo­ 
ral estates 
in 
Scotland are located 
the Lochnagar whisky stills, and that 
they are, even during the war, run­ 
ning to full capacity. 
These 
distilleries, 
located about 
two miles from Balmoral castle, not 
only supply the royal cellars, but ca­ 
ter to those of the czar, King Alfon­ 
so and King Haakon. The remainder 
of the output is placed on the gener­ 
al market and finds its way into Lon­ 
don clubs, w here the particular brand 
is justly famous. The Lochnagar dis­ 
tilleries w ere first acquired by Queen 
Victoria, who 
used 
the 
profits for 
the upkeep 
of 
Balmoral castle’ and 
estates and was able to put away a 
neat amount in the private royal ex­ 
chequer. 
Until the outbreak of the war, the 
kateor’s cellars in Berlin 
were sup­ 
plied wife the royal 
Scotch w'hisky. 
Now', however, the kaiser 
must ac­ 
quire his spirits elsewhere. The kai­ 
ser himself owns 
vineyards 
in the 
Valley of the Rhine, and the surplus 
of wine made is sent 
to 
the open 
market.

New York, June 21.—A canvass by 
the Associated Press of legislative ac- j 
tivity this year in the state law m ak-! 
ing bodies of the country, most of 
which have adjourned for the sum­ 
mer, shows that among the subjects 
which received notable attention was 
that" of prohibition or the regulation 
of the liquor traffic. 
The legislatures of two states en­ 
acted statutory prohibition to become 
effective this year, and eight voted 
to submit the question of state-wide 
prohibition to a referendum 
of 
the 
people. 
Of the latter, two establish­ 
ed statutory prohibition to become ef­ 
fective in the meantime. Four states 
where prohibition is already effective 
passed 
additional 
restrictive 
laws 
and two of the five states, where, un­ 
der constitutional amendment, prohi­ 
bition is to go into effect next year, 
enacted necessary statutes for its en­ 
forcement. 
In six of 
the 
so-called 
“wet” 
states, 
statewide 
proposals 
met defeat. 
In others questions of 
local option, transportation 
and 
li­ 
censing w ere acted upon. 
Direct Prohibition Laws. 
The two states where direct pro­ 
hibition laws were passed and Flori­ 
da and Alabama. 
Those whose leg­ 
islatures voted to submit the ques­ 
tion to the people are Idaho, Mon­ 
tana, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Utah, Vermont and the territory of 
Alaska. 
In Iowa, the legislative res­ 
olution, according to the state con­ 
stitution, must be passed by the next 
legislature, before 
the 
people 
can 
vote on it, but the state returned to 
statutory 
prohibition 
meanwhile, 
through the repeal of the so-called 
mulct law. 
Idaho was 
also 
made 
“dry” meanwhile 
through 
statutory 
enactment. 
In Utah the bill was ve­ 
toed by the governor after the legis­ 
lature adjourned. 
In South Carolina, 
the vote will be taken at the election 
this year; in Montana, South Dakota, 
Vermont, Alaska and Idaho in 1916. 
It will be thus seen that as a mea­ 
sure of the progress of the cause of 
prohibition the fifteen states already 
in the ranks have this year been re­ 
inforced by four and the legislative 
way cleared for four others, includ­ 
ing Alaska, to join. In the latter event 
nearly half the country 
will 
have 
placed the ban on the liquor traffic. 
The new Florida law goes into ef­ 
fect October I and prohibits the sale 
of alcoholic 
beverages 
except 
in 
sealed 
packages 
of 
less than one 
half 
pint 
each, 
nor can liquor be 
drunk on the premises 
where 
sold. 
This applies to restaurants, hotels and 
clubs as well as saloons. 


Passed Over Governor’s Veto. 
The Alabama law was passed over 
the veto of Governor Henderson. 
It 
becomes operative July I. 
In addi­ 
tion, the legislature enacted an anti­ 
shipping law, which forbids the ship­ 
ping to an individual of more than 
one gallon of liquor or sixty bottles 
of beer a month. 
Its validity was 
taken to the supreme court fop test. 
There was also passed, over the gov­ 
ernor’s veto an act 
forbidding 
the 
publication of liquor advertisements 
in newspapers and periodicals, on bill 
boards or in saloons.

Webb-Kenyon law' and imposing hea­ 
vy penalties for the shipment of liquor 
from “wet” to “dry” territory in the 
state. 
Vermont's prohibition proposal was 
in the form of a law' w'hich will be sub­ 
mitted to the people at the municipal 
elections in the spring of 1916. 
If 
passed, its effect will be drastic, as it 
makes no provision for the sale of 
liquor for medical 
and 
mechanical 
purposes. 
The four prohibition states which 
decided to strengthen their present 
law's were Kansas, 
North 
Carolina, 
Tennessee and West Virginia. 
The 
Kansas measures approach the unique 
in prohibition legislation. 
Two were 
passed, one providing that the muni­ 
cipality w'here liquor is sold is liable 
for damage for injury to persons or 
property resulting from intoxication. 
The other, which is aimed at those 
who permit so-called “keg parties” to 
be held on their premises, imposes 
similar liability upon' the owner of 
property where liquor is sold or given 
away. 


An Anti-Shipping Act. 
North 
Carolina 
passed 
an 
anti­ 
shipping act, knowm there 
as 
the 
“anti-jug” act, which forbids the ship­ 
ment to and receipt by any one per­ 
son of more than one quart of spirit­ 
uous liquors and five gallons of malt 
beverage every fifteen days. 
Tennessee, where 
the 
prohibition 
laws have not been strictly enforced 
in the larger cities, it is said, passed 
an ouster law, modeled after a Kan- 
sts statute, which provides for the re­ 
moval from office of state, county or 
city officials (other than holders of 
constitutional offices) who fail to en­ 
force the laws of the state. The leg­ 
islature also enacted 
measures 
for­ 
bidding social and fraternal clubs to 
dispense liquor or maintain lockers 
for members; placing the supervision 
of soft drink stands under the pure 
food and drug depart meift and for­ 
bidding them to sell beverages con­ 
taining more than one-half per cent 
alcohol and prohibiting drug stores 
from selling intoxicants 
except 
on 
bona fide prescriptions given to per­ 
sons who actually are ill. 


Can’t Give Friend a Drink. 
West Virginia enacted amendments 
to the Yost prohibition law' limiting 
shipments of liquor into the state and 
forbidding a person to have liquor in 
a public place, even for his own use. 
Nor hereafter can any one in West 
Virginia give a drink to another ex­ 
cept in his own home, home being 
specified as a permanent 
place 
of 
residence, not a hotel or other public 
place. 
All attempts to revise the prohibi­ 
tion laws of Oklahoma were defeated. 
In Oregon, where 
prohibition 
be­ 
comes effective in January, next, as 
the result of previous action by the 
voters 
on 
a 
constitutional amend­ 
ment, the legislature enacted a law' 
to enforce the amendment. 
The law 
prohibits the manufacture of intoxi­ 
cating liquor in the state and its sale 
except on physician’s prescription or 
for scientific, sacramental or mechan­ 
ical purposes. 
It allows 
a 
limited 
amount to be imported by the heads 
of families. 
A Search and Seizure Clause. 
A law for a similar purpose was en­ 
acted in Colorado, where a prohibi­ 
tion amendment goes into effect the 
same date. The Colorado law forbids 
the buying, selling and giving away 
of liquor except for medical or sac­ 
ramental 
purposes 
and 
prohibits 
common carriers 
from 
transporting 
liquor into the state except for lawful 
purposes—this includes the transpor­ 
tation to individuals who must sign 
a receipt that the liquor is for their 
own use. 
The law contains a search 
and seizure provision and gives the 
governor 
$10,000 
yearly for its en­ 
forcement. 
The 
legislature 
of 
W ashington, 
w here prohibition is also effective in 
January next, ignored Governor L i ­ 
ter’s request for an appropriation of 
$50,000 to enforce the law. 
The liquor traffic in Arkansas, hav­ 
ing been banned by the previous leg­ 
islature with a law which likewise 
takes effect in January, was not tip 
for consideration this year. Virginia, 
which goes into the “dry” column in 


November, 1916, held 
session this year. 
Defeat “ Drys” in These States. 
Statewide 
prohibition 
proposals 
met defeat in 
Connecticut,

In Indiana a state-wide measure diet!

session, but nothing came of it.

bill was introduced into the senate 
providing for the submission of sta­ 
tutory prohibition to the vote of the 
people at a general election next year, 
but the prohibition leaders themselves 
voted against it after the liquor fac­ 
tion had attached certain amendments 
to it, which, in the opinion of the 
“drys,” defeated the purpose of the 
bill. 
Can Get a “ Dram* in These States. 
While a strong effort was made in 
the New' Mexico legislature to secure 
action on a constitutional amendment 
resolution, the Issue was not allowed 
to come to a vote in either house. In 
New York all measures designed to 
have a state-wide effect on the liquor 
traffic were killed, and in Wyoming 
the issue wras twice before the legis­ 
lature in proposals for a constitutional 
amendment, and twice defeated.

sponsible for the existence of disease 
and death in the world.” 
The speaker asserted that” while 
there is now a growing disposition on 
the part of courts genrally to disre­

breaches of orderly procedure quite 
as technical and unprejudicial.” 
“In a case recently argued before 
the Kansas court it was seriously con­ 
tended, on the basis of authority,” he 
continued, “that a verdict of guilty 
of murder should be modified because 
the warrant on which the defendant 
was arrested and on w'hieh the pre­ 
liminary examination was held did not 
sufficiently charge malice. 
“Men invent forms and observances 
which are instinct with life and are 
the safeguards of liberty under exist­ 
ing social and

Mr. Cowherd is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Jessie Kitchen Cow­ 
herd, who was with him at the time 
of his death. 


William Strother Cowherd was born 
September I, I860, on his grandfath- 
01 ® farm, which lies between Lee’s 
Summit and Blue Springs, in Jackson 
county. He was the son of Charles J. 
and Emily Strother Cowherd. 
His 
grandfather, a pioneer from Virginia, 
settled in 1836 on the farm w'hieh 
passed down to the son. 
ilJMr. Cowherd often said that he got 
his early education “wherever it could 
found.” 
Some of it was obtained 
from a little log school house, some 
from newspapers and hooks and much 
from observation and experience. He 
was graduated 
from 
Missouri 
uni 
versify in 1881 and from 
the 
law 
school of the same institution in 1882. 
It w'as w’hile he was a student at the 
university that Mr. Cowherd’s sister 
introduced him to Miss Jessie Kitch­ 
en, then a student at Christian col­ 
lege, Columbia. 
They were married 
on September 25, 1889. 
Enters Law Office. 
On his return from the university 
in 1882, Mr. Cowherd accepted a place 
in the law ottices of Tiehenor, Warner 
& Dean. 
Associated with him were 
Jules E. Guinotte, now probate judge, 
and John Campbell, wrho wras a class­ 
mate with Mr. Cowherd at college. 
A year later the law firm of Cowherd 
& Campbell was formed and they es­ 
tablished an office in the old Kansas 
City Times building, then down on 
Fifth street. 
Their names beginning 
with the same letter and their legal 
education and experience being equal, 
the friends shook 
dice 
to 
decide 
w’hose name would take seniority on 
the otlfte sign and on the firm’s sta­ 
tionery. Mr. Cowherd won. He said, 
speaking of 
their 
beginning, 
“We 
had two desks, three chairs, one cus­ 
pidor, a map of 
Missouri 
and 
no 
clients. 
In the fall of 1884 Mr. Cowherd was 
apointed assistant prosecuting attor­ 
ney by the late Major Blake L. Wood­ 
son, taking office January I, 18S5. He 
w'as defeated for the nomination for 
prosecuting attorney in 1888. In 1889 
the firm of Teasdale, Ingraham & 
Cow'herd was formed with the late 
Judge W. B. Teasdale end R. J. In­ 
graham. 
The firm 
remained 
Cow­ 
and Ingraham for many years after 
Judge Teasdale’s death, but recently 
was enlarged to Cowherd, Ingraham, 
Durham & Morse. In 1890, under the 
administration of Benjamin J. Holmes 
as mayor, Mr. Cowherd was named 
by City Counselor R. L. Yeager as his 
first assistant, serving in that capacity 
tw’O years. 
Elected Mayor In 1892. 
At the close of Mr. Holmes’s terra, 
in 1892, Mr. Cowherd was nominated 
and elected mayor on the democratic 
ticket on a platform pledging a park 
and boulevard system and city owner­ 
ship of the water wrorks. The present^ 
park and boulevard system was in 
augurated during his administration. 
in 1896 Mr. Cowherd wras elected 
to congress on the democratic ticket 
from the Fifth Missouri district, which 
then comprised Jackson and Lafayette 
counties. He served four consecutive 
terms in congress. 
In 1904 he was 
made chairman of the national demo­ 
cratic congressional committee, with 
headquarters 
in- 
Washington. 
He 
made no campaign, his friends assur­ 
ing him he was “safe at home,” but 
in the big republican landslide of that 
year he was defeated in this district 
by 1.000 votes. 
He was one of the 
minority leaders in congress while he 
wras there and, because of his know­ 
ledge of 
municipal 
aft airs 
gained 
w hile mayor of Kansas City, was made 
a member of the District of Columbia 
committee In 
congress 
by 
which 
Washington and the District of Colum­ 
bia are governed. 
Winning the nomination for gover­ 
nor of Missouri after a hard fight in 
1908, Mr. Cowherd wras deefated at 
the election by Herbert S. Hadley, 
republican. 
While seeking the nom­ 
ination again in 1912 he was defeated 
by Elliot VV. Major, present governor 
of Missouri. 
It wTas during this cam­ 
paign that he first was taken ill and 
part of the time was unable to make 
the race for the nomination. He car­ 
ried the cities by large majorities, 
but Mr. Major received an unprece­ 
dented country vote at the primaries 
and was nominated. 
Hi* Life W as Clean. 
Among his personal friends, legal 
associates and in the field of politics 
Mr. Cowherd w’as knowrn as “Will.” 
He was always addressed by that 
title, and he seemed to prefer it to 
any other. 
He w'as a man of many 
admirable traits and stood high in the 
esteem and confidence of the people. 
He led a clean and temperate life and 
his honesty and integrity were never 
questioned. 
In all the public offices he held he 
adhered to the policy that he was the 
servant of the people, and he wras 
ever alert to their interests. 
Mr. 
Cow herd was an efficient mayor, gave 
the city a good and wholesome ad­ 
ministration and as a congressman 
from the Kansas City district he se-
